Of these three only ona may bes 
Taymon and marry; the other two must 
become lamas, If moro than three eons 
are burn, all over the lintit of that number 
Toust be killed¥ immediately after birth 
Thas, by restricting the growth of the peo- 
ple, arace formerly bald and fierce, given to 
wage wars in which the devastation was 
horrible and complete, is: now but a feoble 
folk, The number vf Mongols, males, in- 
eluding lamas, women and children, bately 
amounta to two. millions of souls.

Dr breatschneider, 0 Russian savant of 
world-wide repute as o-naturalist, botanist 
and: strdént of ethnology, wha lived: for 
some years a. busy life in Peking, .made 
some notable discoveries, and—though con-.
